Ml.  FON  RECK’s 

JOURNAL 

FROM 

Dover  to  Ebenezer. 

^January  8.  O.  S.  1733-4. 

A V I N G a favourable  Wind,, 
we  left  Dovef",  and  again  fet 
Sail.-  An  univerfal  joy  ap- 
peared amongft  the  Saltz- 
burgers,  who  praifed  God 
that  he  had  heard  their  Prayers; 

B-  Jan, 
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Jan.  9.  We  difcovered  at  Noon  the 
Ifle  of  Wight, 

Jan.  10^  11.  At  Eleven  in  the  Morn- 
ing, having  happily  paffed  through  the 
Channel,  vve  left  the  Land’s  End. 

Thus  God  was  pleafed  to  rejoice  us, 
and  give  us  Hopes,  that,  through  the 
Continuance  of  his  Mercy,  the  reft  of 
our  Voyage  would  be  no  lefs  profperous. 
May  the  Lord  be  pleafed  always  to  affift 
us  ; we  are  in  his  Hands,  and  to  him  we 
entirely  truft  our  Souls  and  Bodies.  To- 
wards Night,  the  Wind  increafed  fo  much, 
that  it  broke  the  Stay  which  held  the 
Main-top-Maft  j and  we  had  been  ex- 
pofed  to  great  Danger,  if  Divine  Provi- 
dence had  not  averted  it. 

Jan.  24.  The  Weather  was  fine 
and  pleafant'.  According  to  our  Reckon- 
ing, we  pafied  the  Latitude  of  the  Canary 
Iflands,  and  through  the  adorable  Mer-  ^ 
cy  of  the  Almighty  approached  the  Trade- 
Winds,  which  are  reckoned  to  blow  all 
the  Year  from  the  Eaftward. 

Jan.  2^.  We  fang  and 

praifed  the  Almighty  with  our  Lips^and 
Hearts. 

Jan.  26.  God  was  pleafed  to  give  us 
very  fair  Weather,  w'ith  the  Continuation 
of  the  Trade-Wind. 

Jan, 
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Mar.  arofe,  which  car- 

ried us,  through  the  Mercy  of  Jefus  Chriji^ 
within  fight  of  Carolina.  We  fung  Te 
Deum,  and  the  66*  Pfalm,  which  was  the 
Pfalm  for  the  Day,  and  feemed  adapted 
to  our  Condition  and  Circumftances:  and 
we  truft  it  will  be  a Pfalm  of  Remem- 
brance to  us  upon  the  Day,  which  is  to 
be  celebrated  every  Year,  as  a Thankf- 
giving  unto  the  Lord,  for  all  his  Mercies 
vouchfafed  unto  us.  At  Eleven  in  the 
Forenoon,  we  difcovered  the  Coail  of 
Carolina^  all  covered  over  with  large 
Pine  Trees.  The  Wind  being  N.W.  by  iP . 
contrary,  we  could  not  reach  the  Point 
of  Charles-town,  fo  that  we  were  forced, 
as  we  had  been  in  our  V oyage  from  Rot- 
terdam to  Dover,  to  ftand  off  and  on  feve- 
ral  times,  in  order  to  get  more  Wind.  God 
a£ls  with  us,  as  he  did  with  the  Ifraehtes  : 
JoJhua  was  to  circumcife  all  thofe  who 
were  willing  to  enter  into  Canaan : fo 
God  is  willing  to  circumcife,  amend,  and 
convert  our  Hearts,  before  hc  let  us  dif- 
emj^rk.  Towards  Evening,  we  met  an 
Englifto  Ship,  which  came  from  Charles- 
town this  Afternoon,  and  was  bound  for 
London.  He  told  us  the  agreeable  News 
of  Mr.  Oglethorpe\  being  lafely  arrived 
die  Night  before  at  Charles-town,  in  his 
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Way  to  England,  wluch  mightily  rejoiced 
znd  comforted  us. 

Mar.  6.  At  fix  in  the  Morning,  the 
Wind  blowing  hard  at  Wejl,  we  loft  Sight 
of  Land}  though  at  Noon,  the  Wind  com- 
ing to  the  South,  we  faw  Land  again  : but 
Night  approaching,  we  lay  off  and  on. 

Mar .7.  At  Nine,  there  came  from 
Charles-town,  a Pilot  on  Board  our  Ship, 
we  immediately  caft  Anchor ; and  at  Ten’ 
Captain,  the  Reverend  Divines,  and  I 
went  into  the  Pilot’s  Boat.  At  one  in  the 
Afternoon,  we  came  to  Charles-town, 
where  I immediately  waited  on  his  Ex- 
-...lency  Robert  yohnfon  Efq}  and  Mr. 
Oglethorpe.  They  were  glad  to  hear  that 
the  Saltz,burgers  were  come  within  fix 
Leagues,  all  fafe  and  in  good  Health, 
without  the  Lofs  of  any  one  Perfon. 
Mr.  Oglethorpe  {hewed  me  a Plan  of 
Georgia,  and  gave  me  the  Liberty  to 
choofe  a Settlement  for  the  Salt&burgers, 
either  near  the  Sea,  or  further  in  the 
Continent.  I accordingly  accepted  his 
Favour,  and  chofe  a Place  21  Miles  from 
the  Town  of  Savannah,  and  30  Miles 
from  the  Sea,  where  there  are  Rivers,  lit- 
tle Hills,  clear  Brooks,  cool  Springs,  a 
fertile  Soil,  and  plenty  of  Grafs. 

Charleu 
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Charles-town  is  a fine  Town,  and  d Sea- 
Porti  and  enjoys  an  extenfive  Trade.  It 
is  built  on  a Flat,  and  has  large  Streets  j 
the  Houfes  good,  moftly  built  of  Wood, 
fome  of  BricL  Wheat  Bread  is  very  deair 
here,  there  being  no  Wheat  Flour  but 
what  Gentlemen  raife  upon  their  Planta- 
tions for  their  own  Ufe,  and  that  is  very 
good ; or  what  they  receive  from  the 
Northern  Colonies^  or  from  England  j 
Rice  is  here  excellent  and  cheap.  There 
are  five  Negroes  to  one  White,  and  there 
are  imported  generally  3000  frefli  Ne- 
groes every  Year.  There  are  computed 
to  be  30,000  Negroes  in  this  Provincej 
all  of  them  Slaves,  and  their  Poflerity  for 
ever  ; They  work  fix  Days  in  the  Week 
for  their  Mafters  without  pay^  and  are 
allowed  to  work  on  Sundays  for  them- 
felves.  Baptifm  is  rarely  here  adminifter’d 
to  the  Children  of  the  Negroes,  and  Mar- 
riage is  not  in  ufe  amongft  them  j but 
they  are  fuffer’d  promifcuoufly  to  mix, 
as  if  they  w'ere  a Part  of  the  Brute  Crea- 
tion. Being  thus  ufed,  lays  amongft  them 
a Foundation  of  Difcontent ; and  they 
are  generally  thought  to  watch  an  Oppor- 
tunity of  revolting  againft  their  Maftersj 
as  they  have  lately  done  in  the  liland  of 
St.  John  and  of  St.  ‘Thomas^  belonging  to 
C ^ the 
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the  l^anes  and  Sweeds-,  and  k is  the  Ap- 
prehenfion  of  thefe  and  other  Inconveni- 
encies,  that  has  induced  the  Honourable 
Tru flees  for  Georgia,  to  prohibit  the  Im- 
portation and  Ufe  of  Negroes  within  their 
Colony. 

Mr.  Oglethorpe  fent  on  Board  our  Ship, 
by  the  Pilot  s Sloop,  a large  Quantity  of 
frefli  Beef,  two  Butts  of  Wine,  two  Tunn 
of  Spring  Water,  Cabbage,  Turnips, 
Radiflies,  Fruit,  &c.  as  a prefent  from 
the  Truflees,  to  refrefh  the  Saltzburgers 
after  their  long  Voyage  j for  which  Kind- 
nefs  (under  God)  we  cannot  be  fuffici- 
ently  thankful  to  them. 

Afcr.  8.  We  thought  this  Morning 
to  have  gone  with  the  Pilot’s  Long  Boat^ 
on  Board  our  Ship  the  Purrysburg,  for 
the  Captain  had  taken  here  a Pilot,  to 
bring  us  into  the  River  Savannah.  Mr, 
Oglethorpe  had  given  us  for  our  Guide  Mr. 
Dunbar,  who  knows  the  Country  very 
well,  and  was  already  fettled  in  Georgia, 
near  the  Place  appointed  for  us.  We 
thought,  I fay,  to  have  gone  this  Morning; 
but  the  Boat  was  too  much  loaded,  and  the 
Wind,  which  was  E.  S.  E.  though  favou- 
rable  for  Georgia,  was  contrary  for  us  to 
reach  our  Ship.  We  returned  to  the 
Town,  and  lay  there.  - 

Mar, 


Mar.  9.  We  beg’d  of  God,  that  he 
would  permit  us  to  go  to  our  Georgia. 
We  went  away  this  Morning  at  ten,  and 
got  on  Board  our  Ship  at  two  in  the 
Afternoon. 

Mar.  IQ,  God  blefled  us  this  Day 
with  the  Sight  of  our  Country,  our  wifh’d- 
for  Georgia,  which  w6  faw  at  ten  in  the 
Morning ; and  brought  us  unto  the  Sa-^ 
fipantiah  River,  and  caufed  us  to  remem- 
ber the  Vows  we  had  made  unto  him,  if 
He  did  through  his  infinite  Goodnefs 
bring  us  hither.  We  were  to  day  very 
much  edified  with  the  xxxii'l  Chapter  of 
Genejis,  and  the  xxvb^i  of  Leviticus.  At 
IsFoon/wc  caft  Anchor  becaufe  of  the 
Tide : at  eight,  during  the  Evening  Pray- 
ers, we  enter’d  the  River  of  Savannah  y 
and  were  fhelter’d  by  the  Divine  Good- 
nefs, from  all  Dangers  and  Inconvenien- 
cies’of  the  Sea.  This  River  is  in  fome 
Places  broader  than  the  Rhine,  and  from 
16  to  25  Foot  deep;  and  abounds  with 
Oyfters,  Sturgeon,  and  other  Fifia.  Its 
Banks  were  cloathed  with  frefii  Grafs  ; 
and  a little  beyond  were  feen  Woods,  old 
as  the  Creation  ; refounding  with  the 
Mufick  of  Birds,  \yho  fung  the  Praife  ox 
their  Creator,  .

tTl  populous,  and  its 

aiuaoitants  are  all  ^yhite  People.  And 

indeedj 
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indeed,  the  Bleffing  of  God  feems  to  have 
gone  along  with  this  Undertaking  j for 
here  we  fee  Induftry  honoured,  and  Juf- 
tice  ftridUy  executed,  and  Luxury  and 
Idlenefs  baniihed  from  this  happy  Place, 
where  Plenty  and  Brotherly  Love  feem 
to  make  their  Abode,  and  where  the 
good  Order  of  a Nightly  Watch,  reftrains 
the  Diforderly,  and  makes  the  Inha- 
bitants deep  lecure  in  the  midft  of  a 
Wildernefs.  There  is  laid  out,  near  the 
Town,  by  Order  of  the  Trullees,  a Gar- 
den for  making  Experiments,  for  the  Im- 
proving Botany  and  Agriculture ; it  con- 
tains lo  Acres,  and  lies  upon  the  River  ; 
and  it  is  cleared,  and  brought  into  fuch 
Order,  that  there  is  already,  a fine  Nur- 
fery  of  Oranges,  Olives,  white  Mulber- 
ries, Figs,  Peaches,  and  many  curio*us 
Herbs : befides  which,  there  is  Cabbages, 
Peas,  and  other  'European  Pulfe  and  Plants, 
which  all  thrive.  Within  the  Garden 
there  is  an  artificial  Hill,  faid  by  the 
Indians,  to  be  raifed  over  the  Body  of 
one  of  their  ancient  Emperors.  I had  like 
to  have  forgot  one  of  the  bed;  Regulations, 
made  by  the  Truftees,  for  the  Govern^ 
ment  of  the  Town  of  Savannah,  I mean, 
the  utter  Prohibition  of  the  Ufe  of  Rum, 
that  fiattering  but  deceitful  Liquor, 
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which  has  been  found  equally  pernidou& 
to  the  Natives  and  new  Comers,  which 
feldom  fails,  by  Sicknefs,  or  Death,  to 
draw  after  it  its  own  Punifhment. 

13.  I went  to  fee  the  Indians^ 
and  their  King  'fomo-cha-chi : I caufed 
Ibme  Raifins,  of  which  they  are  very  fond, 
to  he  diftributed  amongft  them.  It  is 
worth  taking  Notice  of,  that  as  we  were 
at  Evening  Prayers,  after  our  Return 
from  the  Indians^  who  have  their  Huts 
at  too  Paces  diftance  frorn  the  Town^ 
one  of  the  Saltzburgers  thould  tell  us, 
that  he  was  edified  to  Day  by  thisPafiage 
of  St.  John,  that  God  loved  all  the  W orld. 
Mar.  14.  Mr.  Oglethorpe  had  given 
Orders  for  three  Horfes  to  be  ready  for 
my  Service,  to  take  a View  of  the  Coun- 
try, and  to  ride  to  the  Place  where  the 
Saltzburgers  were  to  fettle.  I went  this 
Morning  at  nine  of  the  Clock,  with  a, 
Conftable  and  a Guide  ; hut  after  we  had 
gone  a Mile  or  two,  vve  enter’d  fame  thick 
Woods,  divided  by  deep  Brooks  of  Wa- 
ter ; and  though  we  could  with  great  Dif- 
ficulty pafs  over  fome,  yet  there  were 
others  we  could  not  pafs  j wherefore  we 
returned  back  to  the  Town. 

Mar.  15.  I received  the  Lift  of  the 
Provifions  and  Tools  for  the  Saltzburgers. 

Mr. 
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Mk.  Oglethorpe,  and  Mh  Jenys,  Speak- 
er of  the  AfTembly  of  Carolina,  arrived 
at  Savannah,  from  Charles-towH  •,  the  firft 
having  out  of  Love  to  omv  Saltzburgers 
put  off  his  Journey  to  England,  beincr 
refolved  to  fee  them  fettled  before  ho 
went.  Having  informed  him,  that  the 
Floods  had  made  it  impoffible  for  me  to 
pafs  the  Woods  by  Land  •,  he  faid  he  would 
go  himfelf,  to  {hew  me  the  Country,  and 
fee  what  Place  I would  choofe.  The 
Speaker  defired  to  accompany  him,  and 
I did  my  felf  the  Honour  to  make  one  of 
the  Company.  He  fent  to  the  Indian 
King,  to  defire  two  Indians  to  hunt  for 
him  in  the  Journey  ; who  not  only  grant- 
ed them,  but  his  chief  War  Captain, 
keneoi,  out  of  Civility  to  Mr.  Oglethorpe, 
came  along  with  them  to  accompany  us. 
We  went  on  Board  a ten-oar’d  Boat,  to 
the  Place  where  a Houfe  was  building  by 
Mx.Mufgrove,*  fix  Miles  up  tho  SavaH- 
nah  River. 

Mar.  i6.  Having  flept  well  in  a 
Tent  which  we  pitched  under  the  Shade 
of  a Tree,  by  the  River  fide  laft  Night, 
I accompanied  Mr.  Oglethorpe  oo  Hol'fe- 
back,  and  the  Speaker  and  others  went 
by  Water,  ' Jp

If  you  aik,  how  a Country  that  is  co- 
vered with  Wood,  and  cut  with  Rivers 
and  MorafleSj  is  paffable  j I mull;  acquaint 
you,  that  finee  the  Colony  was  fettledi 
the  Ways  were  marked  by  Barking  of 
the  Trees,  to  Ihew  where  the  Roads  Ihould 
go,  and  where  the  Rivers  were  paffable. 
After  paffing  through  a Morafs  covered 
with  Canes,  we  came  to  an  unfordable 
River,  through  which  the  Indians  fwam 
our  Horfes,  and  we  crqffed  over  upon  a 
great  Tree,  cut  down  for  that  Purpofe: 
The  Tree  was  cut  down  fo  as  to  lie  a- 
crofs  the  River,  and  ferve  for  a Bridge. 
And  after  riding  fome  Leagues  in  the 
Woods,  we  paffed  another  River.  Night 
overtaking  us,  we  Were  obliged  to  take 
up  our  Qimrters  upon  a little  Hill,  round 
a Fire  with  the  Indians,  who  brought  us 
a wild  Turkey  for  our  Supper. 

Mar.  17.  We  continued  our  Journey, 
and  fet  out  by  Break  of  Day,  and  at  nine 
arrived  at  the  Place  where  the  Saltzburg- 
ers  were  afterwards  fettled.  I lhali  here 
give  a Ihort  Defcription  of  it.  The 
Lands  are  inclofed  between  two  Rivers, 
which  fall  into  the  Savamiah.  The 
Saltz.burg  Town  is  to  be  built  near  the 
largeft,  which  is  called  * Ebenez,er,  in 

Remem- 


^ The  Stone  of  Help, 
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Remembrance  that  God  has  brought  us 
hither ; and  is  navigable,  being  twelve 
Foot  deep.  A little  Rivulet,  vvhofe  Water 
is  as  clear  as  Cryilai,  glides  by  the  Town  ; 
another  runs  through  it,  and  both  fall 
into  the  Ebenezer.  The  Woods  here  are 
not  fo  thick  as  in  other  Places.  The 
fweet  Zephyrs  preferve  a delicious  Cool- 
nefs,  notwithilanding  the  fcorching  Beams 
of  the  Sun.  There  are  very  fine  Mea- 
dows, in  which  a great  Quantity  of  Hay 
might  be  made  with  Very  little  Pains : 
there  are  alfo  Hillocks,  very  fit  for  Vines. 
The  Cedar,  Walnut,  Pine,  Cyprefs, 
and  Oak,  make  the  greatefi:  Part  of  the 
Woods.  There  is  found  in  them  a great 
Quantity  of  Myrtle  Trees,  out  of  which 
they  excrad:,  by  boiling  the  Berries,  a 
green  Wax,  very  proper  to  make  Can- 
dies with.  There  is  much  Saffafras,  and 
a great  Q^ntity  of  thofe  Herbs  of  which 
Indigo  is  made,  and  Abundance  of  China 
Roots.  The  Earth  is  fo  fertile,  that  it 
v/ill  bring  forth  any  thing  that  can  be 
fown  or  planted  in  it  j whether  Fruits, 
Herbs,  or  Trees.  There  are  wild  Vines, 
which  run  up  to  the  Tops  of  the  tailed; 
Trees  ; and  the  Country  is  fo  good,  that- 
one  may  ride  full  gallop  20  or  30  Miles 
an  end.  As  to  Game,  here  are  Eagles,  Wild 
D Tur- 


Turkies,  Roe-Bucks,  Wild  Goats,  Stags, 
Wild  Cows,  Horfes,  Hares,  Partridges, 
and  Buffaloes. 

From  hence  I returned  to  the  Town 
of  Savannah,  through  Abercorn,  a Vik 
lage  newly  fettled  by  Order  of  the  Truf- 
tees,  upon  the  Savannah  River,  near  where 
the  Ebenezer  falls  into  it. 

Mar.  22.  Mr.  Oglethorpe,  after  a great 
deal  of  Fatigue,  returned  this  Morning 
to  Savannah-,  every  thing  was  immedi- 
ately prepared  for  his  Departure,  and  he 
really  thought  to  have  gone  this  After- 
noon } but  the  Multiplicity  of  Affairs,  the 
Complaints  which  were  made  before  him, 
and  feveral  other  Things  which  fell  out 
together,  kept  hi^  back  till  to-morrow, 

Mar.  2^.  And  then  He  went  away. 
All  the  People  were  fo  concerned  at  it, 
that  they  could  not  refrain  their  Tears, 
when  they  faw  Him  go,  who  was  their 
Benefadlor  and  their  Father ; who  had 
carefully  watched  over  them,  as  a good 
Shepherd  does  over  his  Flock,  and  who 
had  had  fo  tender  a Care  of  them,  both 
by  Day  and  by  Night ; and  they  were  the 
more  afflifted,  that  the  Fatigues  and  Dif- 
ficulties of  fo  long  a Voyage,  left  them 
very  fmall  Hopes  of  feeing  Him  again. 


Mar, 


Mar^  24.,  Sunday.  W E were  fpiritually 
comforted  by  receiving  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 


Mar.  27.  Mr.  JoneSy  who  is  a Sur- 
veyor, and  I,  went  away  this  Night 
in  a fmall  Boat,  for  Abercorn,  in  order 
to  go  from  thence  to  feek  and  clear  the 
River  Ehenezer.  It  thunder’d  and  ligh- 
ten’d; and  the  Wind  being  contrary  and 
ftrong,  we  could  go  up  no  higher  than 
Mufgroves  Land;  where  we  lay  under 
the  Canopy  of  Heaven,  upon  the  bare 
Ground,  having  made  a good  Fire  to 
warm  our  benumbed  Limbs ; for  tho’  it 
be  hot  here  in  the  Day-time,  yet  it  is 
cold  in  the  Night. 

Mar.  2^.  Aft E^Breakfaft,  we  con- 
tinued our  Journey,  and  came  at  Noon 
to  Abercorn.  At  five  in  the  Afternoon, 
■we  entred  into  a fmall  River,  but  at  nine 
at  Night,  we  perceived  that  it  was  loft 
among  the  Trees  and  Marfties.  We  en- 
tered the  fame  Night  into  another  River, 
more  towards  the  W.  very  large,  and  hav- 
ing a good  Stream,  adorned  with  Woods 
on  each  fide  of  it  At  laft,  we  reach’d 
a rifing  Ground,  where  we  landed ; wo 
cut  fome  Canes,  made  a Fire,  lay  round 
it,  and  God  granted  us  a good  Reft* 


D z Mar  , 
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Mar.2(^.  We  went  farther  tip  the 
River,  but  not  without  great  Difficulties. 

Mar.  30.  Towards  Night  we  came 
out  of  the  River,  which  fell  into  the 
'uannah,  8 Miles  above  Purryshurg ; ffi 
our  Defign  was  fruffirated,  by  miffing  the 
River  Ebenezer,  and  we  returned  the 
fame  Night  to  Abercorn,  where  we  Raid. 

Mar.  3 1.  We  arrived  this  Afternoon 
at  Savannah. 

April  I,  We  put  on  Board  a Sloop, 
Provifion  for  three  Months,  with  necef- 
fary  Tools,  and  the  Baggage  of  the  Saltz- 
burgers, 

Apr.  2.  W’  E all  went  on  Board  the 
little  Sloop,  but  found  it  was  too  much 
loaden  ; wherefore  I went  with  only  a few 
of  the  Men,  and  was  obliged  to  leave  the 
reft  in  the  Town, 

Apr.  2).  W E came  to  the  Village  of 
'Abercorn,  at  Four  in  the  Afternoon : from 
hence,  we  were  forced  to  carry  our  Pro- 
vifion and  Baggage  to  Ebenezer  by  Land. 

Apr.  4.  I flay’d  at  Ebenezer^  and 
could  not  but  conrimend  the  Diligence 
andinduftry  of  the  nine  SAtzburgers.-who 
were  corne  before,  and  whofe  Labour 
God  had  given  a Bleffing  untq.  They 
had  ere£led  two  good  Tents,  made  of 
the  jBarks  pf  Trees,  one  of  which  wa^ 

Foot  long  I and  had  gut  down  abum 
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dance  of -Trees,  in  order  to  breathe  a free 
Air : and  befides  all  that,  they  were  ob-r 
liged  in  the  greateft  Heats,  alinoft  every 
Day,  to  walk  to  Aber corny  which  is  iz 
Miles  ; and  to  carry  their  Utenfiis 
and  daily  Provifion,  upon  their  Backs. 
After  this,  God  was  pleafed,  to  Ihew  us 
a more  convenient  Road  than  the  other, 
by  which  we  avoided  one  of  the  greatei| 
Brooks. 

Apr.  5-  I returned  to  wait  the  Arri- 
val of  the  other  Saltz,burgers,  who  were 
to  follow  us  immediately. 

Apr.  7,  The  reft  of  Saltzburgers 
arrived,  , 

Apr.  8.  M r.  Bslzuis  made  ardent  Pray- 
ers, that  our  Saviour  would  affift  us  in 
our  Beginning,  and  blefs  our  Labours 
with  Succefs. 

Apr.  9,  We  began  to  make  a Bridge 
over  a Brookj  and  finiihed  it, 

Apr.  10.  In  the  Morning  we  went 
on  cutting  and  cleanfing, 

Apr.  12.  Good  Friday.  God  was  pleaf- 
ed to  take  to  himfelf,  the  Soul  of  one  of 
our  People,  c&WcA  * La Aner.  The  Re- 
fignation  and  fweet  Death  of  this  Man, 
who  expired  the  fame  Day  that  Jcfus 

Chrift 

See  a more  full  Account  in  Mr.  Jovrna!, 


Chriftdid  on  the  Crofs,  did  not  fail  to 
touch  every  one,  and  raife  in  us  a fervent 
Defire  of  enjoying  foon  the  fame  Felicity, 
with  our  Saviour,  in  the  Heavenly  Jeru- 
falem.  We  put  up  a Box,  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Poor,  and  of  the  poor  Chidren  of 
the  Indians ; and  as  the  firft  Foundation, 
we  put  into  it  the  Deceafed’s  Money, 
which  though  buf  fmall,  we  pray  Gon 
to  increafe. 

Apr.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Bolzius^ 
made  a Funeral  Oration  upon  the  Words 
of  St,  Paul  in  the  xi'i'  Chap,  to  the 
Hebrews,  veiv  S,  9,  10.  which  fui ted  the 
! Deceafed  in  every  refpedt.  At  the  Place 
i of  Interment,  he  made  a Very  moving 

I Exhortation,  from  iv.  ver,  9,  10,  ii. 

I Apr.  14,  and  15.  Eajier.  Goo  was 

pleafed  to  awaken  our  Zeal  for  his  Ser- 
vice, and  to  animate  us  to  more  ardent. 
Endeavours  to  enter  through  the  flraic 
Gate  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  and 
to  pafs  through  this  Vale  of  Miferies,, 
Troubles,  Sufferings,  and  Perfecutions,, 
to  the  eternal  Felicity  which  is  prepar- 
ed for  Thofe  who  fhall  remain  faithful 
unto  the  End,  and  tyho  fhall  fight  and 
overcome. 

Apr.  16.  Our  continued 

to  work  upon  the  Road.

jipr.  i8.  Our  People  ]ha<i  made 
Sledges  j I cauled  Oories  to  be  put  to 
them , and  we  brought  Provilions  to 
Ebenezer. 

Apr.  19.  This  Day  the  Sakzburg- 
ers  finifhed  the  Way  for  Carriages ; which 
furprized  the  Englijh  mightily,  to  fee 
they  had  compalTed  it  in  fo  fhort  a 
Time;  having  built  feven  Bridges  over 
feveral  Rivers,  befides  cutting  the  Thic- 
kets and  Trees  that  were  in  the  Way ; and 
this  for  the  Length  of  12  Miles,  from  A- 
bercorn  to  Ehe7iezer, 

W E found  before  my  Tent  a drono- 
white  Horle  ; and  as  we  wanted  Horfe^ 
and ^ knew  not  from  whence  he  came,  nor 
to^  whom  he  belonged,  we  received  him 
'With  T*hankfulnefs  to  0~  od,*  *1  receiv— 
ed  Letters  from  Captain  Mackpherjbn^ 
that  he  would  foon  deliver  us  at  Ebenezer 
the  Oxen  which  Mr.  Oglethorpe  had  bought 
of  him  on  our  Arrival,  to  fupply  the 
Saltzburgers  with  frefh  Meat. 

^ Apr.  22.  We  found  another  Horfe 
in  the  Woods  to-day,  which  proved  very 
fit  for  OUT  Service.  We  found  alfo  very 
good  Honey  in  a hollow  Tree,  which 
very  much  refrefiied  us.  Parrots  and 
Partridges  make  us  hefe  a very  good  Dilh. 
^he  Earth  is  of  feveral  forts,  fome  fan- 

dy. 
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dy,  fome  black,  fat  and  heavy-j  and  fomC 
of  a claiey  nature.  The  firft  is  good  for 
Potatoes  and  Peafe ; the  fecond  for  all 
forts  of  Corn;  and  the  third  for  to  make 
Bricks,  Earthen  Ware,  &c.  And  the  Mea- 
dows and  Valleys  are  good  for  feeding 
Cattle,  Rice,  and  Indian  Corn : So  that 
we  might  hope,  with  the  Blefling  of 
God,  for  plentiful  Harvefts  every  Year; 
if  there  were  more  People  who  would 
apply  themfelves  to  the  Tilling  of  the 
Ground. 

jlpr.  24.  The  Inhabitants  of  thelfland 
of  Edijiow,  having  given  30  Cows  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  Colony  of  Georgia,  Mr.  Ogle- 
thorpe order’d  them  to  be  fent  up  to  the 
Saltzhurgers. 

Apr.  zj.  W E fent  every  Day  loaded 
Sledges  to  Ebenezer. 

Apr.  29.  I W ENT  this  Day  from  A- 
bercorn,  in  order  to  take  my  Leave  of 
'Ebenezer,  and  begin  to  build  a Chapel. 

Mav  !•  I HAD  Lotts  drawn  for  the 
Places  for  the  Houfes  in  the  Town  of 
Ebenezer  ; through  which  all  the  Com- 
merce from  Sa’vannah  by  Land  to  Caro- 
lina muft  pafs. 

May  2.  A Sloop  brought  us  ten  Cows 
and  Calves,  fronL,the  Magiftrates  of  ^a- 
vannah,  by  Mr,  Oglethorpe'^  Order.

I fpake  to  the  People  in 
the  Afternoon,  and  put  them  in  mind  of 
G o d’s  Kindnefles>  by  an  Enumeration  of 
them,  according  to  my  ObfervationS.  I 
read  the  Chapter  of  Leviticus,  and 
the  28‘hj  29*,  of  Deuteronomy.  I applied 
them  to  the  Congregation,  and  we  made 
a ftridl  Covenant  with  God,  to  ferve  Him 
for  the  future,  with  a more  fervent  Zeal, 
to  give  Him  all  that  is  his,  to  walk  up- 
rightly before  his  Face,  to  feek  only  the 
Kingdom  of  G o d,  and  its  Righteoufnefs, 
and  we  renewed  the  V ows  we  had  made, 
when  at  Sea.  Have  Mercy  on  us,  O our 
Saviour  5 Guide  us  by  thy  Holy  Spirit, 
into  the  Paths  of  Truths  and  grant  unto 
us,  the  Grace  to  perform  in  Truth  and 
Sincerity,  all  that  we  have  promifed  and 
fworn  unto  Thee.

the  White  People}  the  former  being 
more  numerous  than  the  latter. 

9‘  That  Mr.  Oglethorpe  received  us 
with  great  Kindnefs,  and  went  with  us 
to  the  Governor,  a very  good  Man, 
where  we  dined.  Mr.  Oglethorpe  \o\d. 
us  many  good  Things  of  the  Heathens

but  if  they  were  offended,  they  calmly 
demanded  Satisfadfion  three  feveral  times  }

M R.  Oglethorpe  took  Care  likewife  of 
the  Sakzb.urgers,  and  fent  on  Board  the 
Ship  a whole  Ox  killed,  Wine,  frefh  Wa- 
ter, and  Garden  Fruit.  He  alfo  fent  a 
Man  to  ferve  the  People,  and  to  bring 
us  toGeorgia,  becaufe  he  knew  the  Way. 

Friday,  March  8. 

V/ E went  off  with  the  Sloop,  in  or- 
der to  go  to  our  Ship  again,  but  the 
Wind  being  contrary,  vve  were  obliged 
to  turn  back. 

f Saturday,  March  9. 

This  Day  we  came  to  pur  People 
again,  which  caufed  great  Joy.  We 
found  them  ail  in  good  Health,  and 
they  had  edified  each  other  by  the  Word 
of  Goo;  which  gave  us  great  Com- 
,fort,  vrhen  they  told  us  of  it  at  th,e 
Evening  Prayers, 

Sunday,  March  lo. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord,  that  he  has 
brought  us  within  the  Bounds  of  Geor-

gin,  where  we  heard  the  Birds  fing  rne- 
lodioufly,  every  Body  in  the  Ship  was 
joyful.  Among  others,  we  compared  with 
this  Gofpel  the  xxxii^^  Chapter  of  Gt,- 
nefisy  in  which  we  find  that 'the  travel- 
ling Jacoby  ( I.)  Remembers  the  many 
Bieffings  of  G o d , and  gives  Him 
Thanks  for  them.  (2.)  That,  indeed  he 
was  afraid  of  his  Brother  but  at  lait, 
(3.)  By  Prayers  and  Tears,  (epilated  with 
Hof.  xii.  4.)  was  delivered  from  all  Fear, 
and  received  the  Bieffings  of  G/jr?/?,  (oolr 
lated  with  Ephef.  i.)  The  fecond  Fart 
efpecially  was  enlarged  upon,  becaule 
fome  were  afraid  of  being  invaded  by 
the  Enemies  in  their  Country,  as  hath 
been  told,  (-vid.  Gen.  xxxL  24.  collated 
with  ver.  29.)  Likewile,  l¥hrn  a.  Man  s 
Ways  pleafe  the-.  Lord,  he  maketb  e-vea 
bis  Enemies  to  he  at  Peace  with  him, 
Monday,  March  1 1 . 

The  Captain,  to  lighten  the  Ship,  or- 
der’d that  all  Cafks  of  freih  Water 
ter  Ihould  be  emptied,  which  we  had 
now  no  more  Occalion  for.  Before  that 

time. 


time,  the  Captain  was  fo  fparing  of  the 
Water,  that  the  People  could  not  quench 
their  ThirfI: ; an  d now  he  is  obliged  to 
fpill  fo  many  Calks  full. 


Savannah,  Tuefday,  March  12. 

At  the  Place  of  ou.r  Landing,  al- 
moft  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Savannah  were  gather’d  together  ; 
they  fired  off  fome  Cannons,  and  cried 
Huzzah  ! which  was  anfwer’d  by  our 
Sailors,  and  other  Englijh  People  in  our 
Ship,  in  the  fame  manner.  Some  of  us 
were  immediately  fetch’d  on  Shore  in  a 
Boat,  and  carried  about  the  City,  into 
the  Woods,  and  the  new  Garden  belong- 
ing to  the  Truftees.  In  the  mean  time, 
a very  good  Dinner  was  prepared  for  us : 
And  the  Saltzburgers,  who  had  yet  frelh 
Meat  in  the  Ship,  when  they  came  on 
Ihore,  they  got  very  good  and  wholefome 
Englijh  ftrong  Beer.  And  befides  the 
Inhabitants  fhewing  them  a great  deal 
of  Kindnefs,  and  the  Country  pleafing 
them,  they  were  full  of  Joy,  and  praif- 
ed  God  for  it.  We,  the  Commiflary, 
and  Mr.  Zwejler  the  Phyfician,  were 
lodged  in  the  Houfe  of  the  Reverend 
Mr.  ^lincy  the  Englijh  Minifter  here.

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Wednefday,  March  13. 

Our  Saltzburgers  were  lodged  in  a 
Tent,  pitch’d  on  purpofe  for  therii,  till 
Mr.  Oglethorpe^  Arrival  from  Charles- 
town. A Jew  invited  our  Saltzburgers, 
and  treated  them  with  a good  Rice-Soop 
for  Breakfaft.  And  God  hath  alfo  mov- 
ed the  Hearts  of  feveral  others  here,  to 
be  very  good  and  hofpitable  to  us.  The 
Country,  as  the  Inhabitants  fay,  is  very 
fruitful ; and  the  Land  chofe  by  us,  which 
is  about  21  Englifio  Miles  from  hence,  is 
.Rill  bettex.  All  that  is  fowed,  grows  in 
a lliort  Time. 

Thurfday,  March  14. 

Last  Night  we  Prayed  on  Riore  for  the 
firR  time,  in  the  Englijh  Chapel,  made  of 
Boards,  and  uled  for  divine  Worlhip,  till 
a Church  can  be  built  j the  Ufe  of  which 
is  allowed  us,  during  our  Stay  here*  The 
Inhabitants  join  with  us,  andfhew  much 
Devotion.  The  Jc%vs  likev/ife,  of  which 
there  are  12  Families  here,  come  to 
Church,  and  fee m to  be  very  devout: 
They  underRand  the  German  Tongue. 
Though  the  Chapel  is  but  of  Boards, 
it  is  very  convenient,  and  pleafesthe  Saltz- 
burgers. 

This  Afternoon,  we  were  carried  to 
a Camp,  vvhich  fome  Indian  Hunters  had 
F hi 
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in  this  Neighbourhood,  who  were  in  fuch 
a Condition  as  made  our  Hearts  bleed ; 
for  in 'the  Abfence  of  their  Chiefs,  (who 
were  gone  to  meet  Mr.  Oglethorpe)  they 
had  much  difordered  themfelves  with 
drinking  of  Rum,  a Liquor  very  perni- 
cious to  them,  and  which  has  occafioned 
the  Death  of  great  ^ Numbers.  They 
were  painted  with  red,  and  made  ftrange 
Poftures.  The  moft  part  of  them  are 
marked  with  blue  Figures  on  their  Necks, 
Faces,  and  Bodies.  They  have  Beads 
about  their  Necks,  and  Rings,  or  colour- 
ed Feathers  in  their  Ears.  The  Saltz- 
burgers  had  been  with  them,  who  like- 
wife  were  touched  with  this  Spedtacle. 
In  this  Altlidion,  we  went  to  Prayer,  and 
unexpedledly  met  with  this  Sentence';  For 
God  fo  loved  the  World,  that  He  gave 
his  only  begotten  Son,  &c.  which  fo  great- 
ly moved  our  Hearts,  that  we  gave 
God  thanks  for  his  holy  Gofpel,  efpe- 
cially  becaufe  we  had  feen  the  Indians 
Pvlifery  for  want  of  the  Gofpel.  At  the 
Lime  Time  we  conceived  great  Hopes, 
that  God  will  fhew  plainly  that  he  hath 
loved  and  ftill  loves  the  World.  In 

which 

^ '^is,  among  other  Reafons,  has  given  occafion  to  the 
Trullecs,  to  prohibit  the  Ufe  of  Rum  in  the  Province  of 


which  good  Hopes  we  were  ftrcngthned 
by  the  Ixxii<i  Ffalm^  which  was  read  j 
and  pray’d  that  God  would  have  Mercy 
upon  thefe  poor  Heathens,  as  he  hath 
had  upon  others : we  fltall  pray  for 
them.  By  hurnan  Means  it  will  not  be 
eafy  to  help  thefe  People,  bccaufe  it  will 
be  very  difficult  to  learn  their  Language, 
Friday,  March  15. 

This  Day  Mr.  Oglethorpe  arrived 
here,  and  received  our  Saltzburgers  and 
us  in  a very  friendly  manner  •,  and  ws 
dined  with  him.  He  will  fpeedily  give 
Orders  that  our  People  ffiall  go  to  the 
Place  intended  for  their  Settlement, 
He  being  very  follicitous  that  thefq  poor 
Indtans  fhould  be  brought  to  the  Know- 
ledge pf  G o D,  has  defired  us  to  learn 
their  Language  ; and  we,  with  the 
Bleffing  of ' G o D,  will  joyfully  undertake 
the  Talk,.  The  India7t  Language,  from, 
the  bell;  Information  we  can  get,  con- 
taineth  not  above  One  Thoufand  pri- 
mitive Words ; and  can  bell;  be  written 
with  Greek  Letters,  becaufe  of  the  long 
and  fhort  Vowels;  and  fome  of  their 
Sounds,  cannot  be  expreffed  by  any  other 
Alphabet  but  the  Greek.  They  fay,  that 
all  Nations  defcend  frorn  two  Brothers 
that  one  of  them,  the  Anceftor  of  the 
F 2 


Indians,  was  red ; and  the  other,  the 
Anceftor  of  the  Europeans,  was  white, 
ris  probable,  thcfe  their  Thoughts  are 
grounded  upon  the  Hiftory  of  EJau  and 
"Jacob.  They  had  known  nothing  of 
13i  unkennefs,  if  they  had  not  learn’d  it 
i of  the  Chriftians.  They  give  each  other 
level  al  IN  antes  of  Honour,  according  to 
the  Time  and  Circumftances,  as  a Title 
or  Reward  ; whereby  they  encourage 
young  People  to  Valour,  Indufcry  and 
Fidelity.  ' 

T H E Y have  fome  Religion,  believing 
a Supreme  Being,  w'hich  they  call  Soto- 
lycaie,  wiio  is  in  all  Places  j though 
they  would  not  teach  us  the  Word,  by 
which  they  exprefs  the  Name  of  G O D ih 
I their  Language.  _ They  believe  that  from 
this  Supreme  Being  comes  every  Thing, 
cfpecially  Wifdom.  They  ufe  no  Cere- 
monies, nor  outward  religious  Exercifes, 
except  at  a folemn  Feftival  held  once  a 
Year.  They  worfliip  no  Idols  j how- 
ever they  fing  fome  Songs  about  the 
ancient  Heroes.  They  are  unwilling 
to  talk  to  profane  People  about  Religion. 
They  arp  very  ambitious  : for  which

licafon  they  make  War,  but  not  to  gain 
Land.  They  love  to  be  praifed  j though 
they  feem  to  turn  it  oiF,  and  transfer  it  to 
others.  They  ihew  great  Refpeft  to  old 
People,  to  whom  one  mull  fpeak  firft,  her 
fore  one  can  fpeak  to  the  young  People. 
If  any  one  diflionours  them,  they  are  not 
to  be  reconciled.  They  account  them- 
felves  to  be  rude  and  ignorant,  but  are 
defirous  to  be  better  inftrudled.  Of 
Indians  they  have  feveral  Nations,  the 
beft  among  which  are  the  Creeks^  who 
talk  one  Language.  One  of  the  other  Na- 
tions, who  are  called  Uchees,  are  much 
inclined  to  Robbing  and  Stealing  5 but 
thefe  Creeks  are  Honeft,  Serviceable,  and 
Difinterefted.  He  that  does  a Kindnefs 
to  them,  they  will  remember  for  ever. 
And  they  likewife  are  willing  to  give  what, 
one  deljres  of  them,  though  they  fhould 
want  it  themfelves.  If  Mr.  Oglethorpe 
was  to  defire  one  of  them  to  go  with  him 
to  England,-  or  any  other  Place,  he  would 
be  willing  j unlefs  he  had  an  old  Father 
who  was  helplefs,  and  wanted  his  Affift- 
ance.  They  love  one  another,  fo  that 
they  venture  their  Lives  for  one  another. 
They  abhor  Adultery : They  provide  for 
the  Poor,  the  Widows,  and  Orphans.  In 
their  Language  are  no  Worth  which  de- 
note 
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note  pbfcene  Things,  or  Oaths;  unlefs 
they^  karn  them  from  the  Europeans. 
Their  Kings  do  not  reign  with  abfolute 
Power,  but  give  Counfel.  The  King 
propofes  to  the  Old  Men,  and  the  Old 
to  the  Young  Men  ; after  which  it  is 
put  in  Execution.  They  do  not  ponr- 
tradidl  one  another  with  vehemence,  but 
endeavour  to  agree ; and  if  that  cannot 
be,  the  Superiors  are  not  angry.  The 
King’s  Office  is,  to  divide  the  Time ; 
to  tell  the  Seafon  when  to  go  a Hunting, 
when  to  Planting,  and  when  to  Harvell. 
Likewife  He  is  to  attend  the  Sick,  give 
them  Phyfick,  provide  for  Widows  : and 
thefe  are  called.  Kings  of  Peace. 
When  a King  is  not  fit  for  his  Office,  they 
choofe  another.  The  Wifefi;  is  their 
King ; who  doth  not  diftinguiffi  him- 
felf  from  others  by  Clothes.  Befides 
Thefe,  they  have  War  Captains.  They 
give  the  King  the  Tenth  of  all  they  have. 
If  a Prefen t is  made  to  the  King,  he  doth 
not  keep  it,  but  diflributes  it  among  all, 
and  keeps  nothing  for  himfelf ; and  af- 
terwards they  give  him  back  the  Tenth 
Part,  or  pretty  near  it.  The  Widows  do 
not  cut  their  Hair,  nor  tie  it  up,  but 
let  it  hang  loofe.  Every  Nation  hath  a 
peculiar  way  of  cutting  their  Hair,  where.. 

by 
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by  they  are  diftinguifhed.  They  honoiii? 
Mr.  Oglethorpe  as  their  Father,  and  afk 
his  Advice  in  all  their  Circumftances  : 
He  underftands  fomewhat  of  their  Lan- 
guage. 

Our  Saltzburgers  have  often  been 
admoniihed  very  earneftly  to  abftain  from 
drinking  a certain  intoxicating  Liquor 
like  Brandy,  called  Rum  j which  is  made 
of  Moloffes,  in  the  Iflands  of  the  JVeft- 
Indies,  See.  becaufe  this  Liquor  hath  oc- 
cafion’d  the  Death  of  many  People.  Some 
good  Perfons,  who  lately  vifited  our  Saltz- 
burgers, are  much  pleafed  with  their  De- 
votion, and  with  the  whole  of  their  Be- 
haviour j and  on  that  Account,  prophe- 
fy  much  Good  to  the  Country. 

Saturday,  March  i6. 

In  the  Forenoon,  an  Englijh 
belonging  to  the  Garrifon  of  Port  Royal, 
was  at  our  Church ; and  after  Service, 
went  with  us  to . our  Lodgings.  He  was 
glad  to  fee  us,  and  our  Saltzburgers,  and 
affured  us  of  his  conftant  Friendfhip  and 
Affiftance ; and  he  will  take  Care  to  get 
our  Habits  made,  and  buy  what  is  want- 
ing in  Charles-tawn.  We  intend  to  re- 
ceive the  Sacrament  in  Savannah,  for 
which  we  prepare  our  felves,  and  our 
Congregation, 

By 
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By  Mr.  Oglethorpe's  Fathferly  Care,  oul: 
Saltzbiirgers  have  got  their  Provifion  for 
a Fortnight  before-handj  as  Bread,  Rice, 
Flower,  Meat,  Peafe,  and  Sugar : After- 
wards, they  are  to  have  it  for  3 Months, 
fo  that  they  ean  divide  and  ufe  it  as  they 
pleafe,  every  one  according  to  their  Fa- 
mily. Befides  this,  Mr.  Oglethorpe  hath 
given  every  one  fix  Pound  of  Bread,  as  a 
Prefent,  and  aflured  them  of  his  further 
AlFedtion  and  Care.  Which  Goodnefs 
makes  the  People  rejoice,  and  blefs  God* 
Mrs.  Rathe,  who  hath  been  fome  Days 
fick,  and  is  near  her  Time,  hath  all  that 
fhe  alks  for,  out  of  the  Storehoufe.  Or- 
ders were  likev/ife  given  for  our  Main*- 
tenance  j but  we  told  them,  we  had  re- 
ceived our  Salary  ; and  therefore  we  de- 
fired  nothing,  but  that  this  Benefadion 
might  be  bellowed  upon  others. 

Sunday,  March  17. 

T H o u G H it  is  but  yet  the  Be- 
ginning of  the  Spring  here,  it  hath 
for  fome  Days  pall  been  hot,  which 
makes  the-  Nights,  Mornings,  and  Even- 
ings more  pleafant.  To  every  Floufe 
is  allotted  a good  Spot  of  Ground,  of 
which  the  People  make  Gardens,  where 
they  may  have  all  forts  of  Fruit  and 
Herbs.  But  at  prefent  there  is  very  lit- 
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tic  Greens  in  them,  becaufe  they  havd 
but  lately  been  made.  All  HoufeJ^V^hd 
Gardens  are  laid  out  in  a Mathemati- 
cal Equality;  which  will  make  a fine 
Shew,  when  they  come  to  PerfecStion: 
The  People  have  Horfes,  CowS;  Fowls, 
&c.  in  plenty;  yet  Milk,  Eggs,  and  other 
Viauak,  (except  Pork)  is  much  dearer 
here  than  in  Germany,  becaufe.  They 
do  not  care  to  hill  the  Cattle,  rob  the 
Calves  of  the  Milk,  nor  take  the  Eggs, 
for  fear  of  leifening  the  Breed.  For  as 
the  Settlement  is  but  new,  they  are  ea- 
gerly defirous  of  increafing  their  Stock ; 
and  the  Cows  go  Day  and  Night  in 
the  Woods,  with  Bells  on  their  Necks  ; 
The  greatefi:  Labour,  is  the  cutting  down 
and  clearing  away  of  the  Trees,  for  the 
Country  is  all  covered  with  Woods. 

Monday,  March  i8. 

One  of  us  dined  this  Day  with  an 
Englip  Merchant,  where  the  EngliJJj 
Minifter  was  prefent ; and  in  their  Dif- 
Cburfe  they  talk’d  of  the  Saltz>burgers, 
whoni  they  commended  very  much,  as 
as  being  laborious  and  religious,  whereby 
they  gave  a good  Example  to  the  Inhabi- 
tants here.  They  came  twice  a Day  from 
their  Tent  to  our  Chapel,  where  we 
preach  the  Word  of  G on  to  them,  and 
G pray 
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? pray  wkli  tkem  ah  Hour : And  feveral 
i Ehglifl}  People  being  alfo  prefent,  we 
I have  perceived  that  they  admire  them, 
becaufe  they  anfwer  our  Queftions  fo 
readily,  and  ufe  the  Bible,  old  and  young. 
We  wiih  that  every  one  of  our  Con- 
„ gregation  had  a Bible,  * then  God 
would  give  more  Bleffing  to  our  Devo- 
tion. 

j Tuefday,  March  19. 

' . Mr.  Oglethorpe  went  laft  with 

the  Commiffary,  Mr.  Zwejier,  Mr.  Gro- 
nau,  and  a Saltzburger,  to  the  Place 
where  we  are  to  live  with  our  Saltz- 
burgers,  in  order  to  {hew  them  the 
Ground  where  they  are  to  build  their 
Houfes.  This  Day  the  CommiiTary  and 
Mr.  Z’wejier  return’d  back,  and  inform’d 
us  much  of  the  Goodnefs  and  Fertility 
of  the  Ground,  as  alfo  of  the  Goodnels 
of  the  Indians.  When  they  promil'e  a 
; Thing,  they  keep  their  Word,  and 

1 would  rather  die  than  go  from  it.  If 

they  find  one  in  a Lye,  they  account 
I him  unworthy  to  look  upon,  or  {hake 
Hands  with.  An  Old  Man,  one  of 
i the  Wifefl;  among  them,  believed,  and 
I told  them.  That  the  Supreme  Being 
I Would  foon  fend  them  fome  Perfon  that 
> would

would  iTiew  them  the  right  Way  to  Wifr 
.dom,  (by  which  they  mean  Religion) 
though  He  might  not  live  to  lee  it. 
They  feldpin  allc  for  any  Thing  of  any 
Body  ; but  if  one  offers  thepi  any  Thing, 
they  do  not  refufe  it.  They  love  Equa- 
lity ; and  will  be  pleafed  with  our  Saltz- 
burgers,  who  both  eat  and  labour  in 
common.  They  very  much  obferve  Peo- 
ples Behaviour : They  hate  felf-intereft- 
,ed  People.  They  reckon  themfelves  all 
Gentlemen,  and  will  do  nothing  but 
what  they  think  tp  be  generous : They 
account  labouring  and  working  for  Hire 
to  be  a Slavery  : therefore  they  will  not 
work  for  Gain.'  They  reckon  it  a Shame 
to  wear  Breeches.  Whep  they  go  a 
Hunting,  they  wear  Boots  of  woollen 
Cloth.  Some  of  them  are  willing  to 
lend  their  Children  to  our  School ; Of 
thefe  Children  we  fhall  by  degrees  learn 
fome  Words.  Mrs.  MuJ'grove,  * who  lives 
here,  and  is  Daughter  of  an  Man 

hy  an  Indian  ^nd  fpeaks  the 

C'reek  Language,  is  a very  good  Chriftian, 
and  gave  the  Indians  fome  Notions  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures.

W E have  learn’d  fome  Words  of 
their  Language  ; for  inftance , 

Fire;  the  Sun  ; (uw.>,  Floufe;  ctkx/- 

the  Hepl  ; «p<t7/?5e.  Stockings ; 
a Dog.  ’ 

W E dcfigned  to  celebrate  the  Memo- 
ry of  our  Arrival  here,  and  to  receive  the 
Sacrament  all  together  ; but  we  hear,  that 
to-morrow  Morning  eight  yoqng  Men 
of  our  Saltzburgers  are  to  go  to  our 
Settlement,  in  order  to  build  fome 
Houfes  againft  the  Arrival  of  the  Wo- 
pren.  Children,  and  the  reft  of  the  SaltZ' 
burgers ; therefore  thefe  few  are  to  re- 
ceive the  Sacrament  to-morrow  Morning 
early.  We  prepared  them  this  Day,  ac- 
cording to  the  Form  .ufed  in  the  German 
Chapel  in  St. 'James'^  in  London,  Three 
Indians  were  prefent,  v/ho  behaved  with 
great  Decency  and  Reverence.  Mr.  Ogle- 
thorpe going  to  Purrisburg,  took  with 
him  one  of  us,  vtz,  Mr.  Gronau,  and  re- 
commended to  hiin  to  preach  to  the 
Germans  there,  which  he  accordingly  did. 
There  are  three  Farnihes  of  our  Luthe- 
ran Confpftion.  And  M^i*  Grofiau  having 
preached  before  them  pu^  of  Gal.  ii.  2,0. 
they  were  very  glad,  and  reiblved  to  come 
Conftantly  to  our  Settlement,  which  is 


but  a ^ few  Miles  from  Purrhburg^  to 
hear  the  W^ord  of  God,  and  to  receive 
the  Sacrament.  They  reckon  the  Saltz- 
burgers  very  happy,  in  having  their  own 
Minifters,  for  at  Purrisburg  they  are  nQW 
without  a Minifter. 

. Wednefiday,  March  20. 

This  Morning  early,  Mr.  Zwefier  and 
eight  Saltzburgers^  who  were  to  go  to- 
day to  build  the  Houfes,  received  the  Sa- 
crament, in  prefenc^e  of  fome  others  of 
our  P eople.  After  a Pfalm  was  fung,  and 
Prayers  faid,  a Sermon  was  preached  be- 
fore them  out  of  Matt.  xxii.  i.  (i.)  Of 
the  great  Mercy  of  G o d towards  Men : 
(2,)  Of  the  Way  how  to  become  meet  for 
his  Mercy.  After  this,  the  Communion 
was  perform’d.  The  Englij}^  Minifter 
was  prefent  at  the  Communion  ; and  yef- 
terday  likewife,  when  Mr.  Rothes  Child 
was  Baptized,  who  was  born  here  fince 
our  Arrival : He  was  very  much  pleafed 
with  our  Communicants,  and  the  whole 
Order  of  our  Divine  Service ; and  after- 
wards, at  the  Houfe  of  one  of  the  Magif- 
trates,  who  had  invited  him  and  one  of 
us  to  Breakfaft,  he  fpoke  in  a very  Chrif- 
tian  manner  of  our  Communion.  The 
reft  of  the  Saltzburgers  are  to  receive  the 
Sacrament  next  Sunday.

Mr.  Oglethorpe  hzxh  defired  that  one 
pf  us  fhould  go  with  the  eight  Saltzburg^ 
ers  to  our  Settlement,  in  order  to  preach 
the  Word  of  God  to  theni,  before  they 
go  to  work,  and  after.  And  becaufe  1 
am  much  taken  up  with  writing  Letters, 
and  am  to  adminifter  the  Sacrament  to 
the  Stzltzburgers  who  remain  here,  Mr. 
Gronaii  hath  taken  this  journey  uppn 
him. 

The  Saltzburger$  have  {as  the  other 
Settlers  in  Georgia)  received  a Gift  from 
the  Truftees,  of  Arms,  Houiliold  Goods, 
and  working  Tools,  viz.  Kettles,  Pot^ 
pirhes,  Saws,  Axes,  Shovels,  ^c. 

Thurfday,  20. 

The  'Jew  and  his  Wife,  who  were  be- 
fore mention’d,  are  fp  very  willing  tp 
ferve  us  and  the  Saltzburgers,  that  itfur- 
prizes  us  ^ and  are  fo  honefl:  and  faithful, 
that  the  like  is  hardly  tp  be  found,  as 
appears  by  the  following  Example.  The 
Jews  Wife  had  by  Miftake,  and  in  the 
dark,  taken  of  a ' Saltzburger's  Wife  a 
Crown  piece  for  a Half-Crown  piece,  be- 
caufe the  Salt zburger‘’s  Wife  had  given 
her  it  for  no  more  : when  the  next  Day 
the  Jew  faw  the  Money,  and  his  Wife 
told  him  ihe  had  taken  it  for  half  the  Va- 
lue, he  went  to  the  Saltzburger’s  Tent, 

and 
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and  afked  for  the  Woman,  and  paid  her  th6 
other  Half-Crown  with  thefe  Words  j 
“ God  forbid  I Ihould  have  any  Goods 
“ in  my  Houfe  that  are  not  my  own, 
“ for  it  will  have  no  Bleffing*  ” This 
made  a great  Impreffion  on  the  Saltz- 
burgers. 

Because  thefe  (hew  a great 

Love  for  us,  and  have  promifed  to  fee  us 
at  our  Settlement,  we  hope  we  Ihall 
preach  the  Gofpel  of  'Jefus  Chrijt  to 
them  with  good  Succefs.  They  v»rere  both 
born  in  Germany^  talk  good  German, 
They  have  taken  very  well  what  we  hi- 
therto have  fpoke  to  them. 

Friday,  March 

T H IS  Day  Mr.  Oglethorpe  arrived  here  • 
again,  to  the  great  Satisfadion  of  all  the 
Inhabitants.  He  is  to  go  to-morrow 
Night  from  hence  to  Charles-town, 
from  thence  to  embark  diredlly  for  Lon- 
don. 

Saturday,  March  23, 

Mr.  Ogkthorpe  did  intend  to  depart 
from  hence  yefterday  in  the  Evening, "but 
many  Complaints,  and  other  Bufinefs  of 
Importance  happening,  his  Departure 
was  deferr’d  till  this  Morning.  From 
what  Knowledge  we  have  of  Him,  w'e 
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CDricludis,  that  He  hath  agreat  Efteem  for 
God’s  holy  Word  and  Sacraments,  and 
a great  Love  for  God’s  Servants  and 
Children,  and  wifhes  to  fee  the  Name  of 
Christ  glorified  every  where.  God 
hath  alfo  bleifed  his  Prefence  and  Under- 
takings in  thefe  Countries.  And  the  Peo- 
ple being  well  perfwaded  of  his  Fatherly 
Mind,  and  indefatigable  Labour  for  their 
Welfare,  his  Departure  was  very  forrow-r 
ful  to  them.  God  blefs  Him,  and  bring 
Him  well  home,  and  hear  all  our  Prgy* 
ers  for  Him.  He  hath  taken  all  poffible 
Care  of  us. 

This  Afternoon,  we  held  a Prepara- 
tion with  the  reft  of  the  Saltzburgers  for 
the  Holy  Sacrament,  preaching  to  them 
upon  the  Words  of  yoel^  ii,  32* 

Sunday,  March  24; 

This  Day,  at  receiving  the  Holy 
Sacrament,  Almighty  God  was  pleafed 
in  an  extraordinary  manner  to  comfort 
the  Hearts  of  the  Auditors,  ‘viz.  the 
CommilTary  Mr.  Von  Reck,  and  the  reft 
of  the  Saltzburgers. 

Tuefday,  March  26* 

I T is  a great  Pleafure  to  us,  that  Mr. 
Oglethorpe  approved  of  our  calling  the 
River,  and  the  Place  where  our  Houfes 
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are  to  be  built,  Ebenezer-,  i Sam,  vii.  li, 
‘then  Samuel  took  a Sfone,  aifd  Jet  it  be- 
tween Mizpeh  and  Shen,  and  called  the 
Name  of  it  Ebenezer  ^ faying.  Hitherto 
hath  the  Lord  helped  us.  Which  Deno- 
mination is  already  knowh  among  the 
People  that  live  hereabout.  This  Word 
hath  at  our  Arrival  here,  and  when  we 
were  yet  on  board  the  Ship,  made  us  joy- 
ful to  the  Praife  of  God,  and  will  do  it 
for  the  future  as  often  as  we  name  the 
Name  of  our  Town  or  River,  or  hear  it 
named. 

This  Aftet-noon,  an  Indian  Man,  that, 
is  married,  ^ cut  both  Ears  and  Hair  oiF 
from  ah  Indian  Woman,  his  Wife,  for 
being  too  familiar  with  a white  Man. 
Mr.  Oglethorpe  hath  left  Orders  -behind 
himi  to  fetid  bur  Saltzburgers  to  Eben- 
ezerii%  foon  as  poffible.  The  Commitfary 
went  this  Morning  with  feme  Men  to  the 
River  of  the  fame  Name,  in  order  to 
take  out  the  Trees  that  lie  in  it,  and  hin- 
der Boats  from  going  up,  that  our  Bag- 
gage may  be  carried  thither  by  Water.

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  had  cold 
Vi^eathei , which  is  very  furprizing  to  us, 
becaufe  the  Weather  hath  for  fonie  time 
been  rather  too  hot ; This  cold  Weather 
IS  a Bleffing  of  G o d 5 fince  the  Vermia 
and  little  Flies,  which  incommoded  us 
much,  have  been  deflroyed  thereby. 

Saturday,  March  30, 

A*s,  by  the  Help  of  G o d,  we  arc  now 
at  more  Eafe,  and  in  better  Order,  we 
can  take  more  Care  of  the  Education  of 
the  Children  j who  come  daily  feveral 
times  to  our  Room,  where  they  are  taught 
pioper  Texts  out  of  the  Holy  Scripture,, 
and  are  Catechized.  At  Prayers,  all  is 
repeated  in  the  Prefence  of  the  grown 
People,  whereby  they  are  edified  j as  well 
as  by  the  Catechifm,  and  Texts  of  the 
Holy  Scripture,  that  are  explained  unto 
them.  As  foon  as  vve  come  to  our  Eben- 
ezer,  we  fhall  alfo  begin  to  teach  them 
Reading  and  V/riting. 

Sunday,  March  3 i. 

To-day  the  Commiffary  and  labour- 
ing People  returned  from  the  River  Eben- 
ez^r,  where  he  had  found  fo  much  Diffi- 
culty, that  nothing  was  done ; and  we  are 
to  make  a Way  by  Land,  which  feems  to 
be  an  Impofiibility.  God,  who  hath  hi- 
therto 


therto  help’d  us  to  overGom?  all  Difficul- 
ties, help  us  in  this  Cafe. 

Monday,  April  i. 

Our  SaltzJyurgers  have  had  given  to 
them,  from  the  Publick  Magazine,  by 
Order  of  the  Honourable  Truftees,  Pro- 
vifiou  again  for  three  Months;  and  of  e- 
very  thing  fo  plentifully,  that  we  can- 
not enough  praife  God  for  it.  Belides 
the  Provifion,  they  have  had  an  Addition 
of  Houlhold  Goods,  and  Tools,  for  Build- 
ing Houfes,  Tilling  the  Ground,  and 
Arms  and  Ammunition,  for  Defence.  And 
though  We  two  gave  Mr.  Oglethorpe  to 
underftand,  that  we  did  not  defire  any 
Vidluals,  but  would  be  contented  with 
our  Salary,  and  leave  that  Benefaction  for 
our  Saltzburgers,  yet  the  fame  Provifion 
hath  been  given  to  us  as  to  t\\Q^aitzburg- 
ers.  This  Benefadtion  came  in  good  time; 
becaufe  the  moft  Part  of  our  Salary  was 
fpent  in  Neceffaries,  as  Clothes,  Houfhoid 
Goods,  I3c. 

Tuefday,  April  2, 

A House  being  built  at  our  Ehenezer 
for  the  Saltzhurg  Women  and  Children, 
all  our  Baggage  was  to-day  put  on  Board 
a Shallop  ; which  was  fo  filled  therewith, 
that  there  was  no  room  for  the  People. 
Therefore  I,  (B.olzius)  the  Phyfician,  and 
H 2 the 
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the  Saltzhurgers,  muft  flay  here  foms 
Days  longer.  Several  of  the  Saltzburgers 
yvere  difpleafed  that  they  could  not  go 
with  their  Goods  however,  they  were 
foon  appeafed.  Mr,  Caufton,  one  of  the 
Magiftrates,  who  hath  the  Infpedion  of 
the  Store-houfe  here,  hath  given  unto 
the  Saltzburgers  Provifion  for  fourteen 
Days  more,  becaufe  the  former  is  fent  on 
Board  the  Shallop;  prais’d  be  God  for  this 
new  Benefadion. 

Wednefday,  April  3. 

The  of  whom  mention  hath 

been  made  above,  hath  fhewn  us  and  the 
Saltzburgers  fo  much  Goodnefs,  that  w'e 
could  defire  no  more;  and  though  we 
offered  him  a Sam  of  Money  for  his 
Labour  and  Pains,  yet  he  refufed  to  ac- 
cept of  it:  V/herefore  the  Saltzburgers^ 
that  are  fliil  here,  refolve  to  Till  his 
Ground,  and  to  clear  it  of  Trees,  and  fo 
make  good  again  what  he  hath  negleded 
for  their  Sake.  We  have  had  feveral  Dif- 
courfes  with  him  concerning  Judaifm, 
and  given  him  fome  Paffages  out  of  the 
Holy  Scripture  to  confider  on,  which 
feemed  to  make  a flrong  Impreflion  on 
him.  He  and  his  Wife  are  pieafed  with 
the  Saltzburgers  Brotherly  Converfation, 
and  Chriftian  Behaviour  ; and  he  talking 

of 


pf  it  to  us  j we  told  him,  that  therebjf 
he  might  learn,  that  the  Chriftian  Doc- 
trine is  a holy  Dodrine,  and  that  thofc 
Jews  who  Blafpheme,  did  commit  great 
Sin,  which  he  flaould  take  Care  not  to 
do ; but  pray  to  God  inceffantly,  to  fhew 
him  the  Way  to  Salvation : then  he 
would  foon  attain  to  the  Knowledge  of 
Truth.  They  both  fear  Go  d,  and  de- 
fire  to  come  to  Salvation ; and  w^e  hope 
to  God,  that  he  will  alfo  bring  thefq 
People  to  the  Knowledge  of  his  Son. 
He  was  pleafed,  efpecially,  when  we  told 
him,  that  hitherto  we  had  fliewn  our 
People  out  of  David’s  Pfalms,  that  tho’ 
the  Jews  were  now  afflided  for  their 
Sins;  yet  it  was  to  be  hoped,  that  foon 
the  Time  will  come,  in  which  God 
would  raife  this  his  People  out  of  the 
Dull,  Contempt  and  Sorrow,  and  make 
them  happy  again  for  Mejiah’s  Sake,  both 
which  he  alTented  to  ; and  when  we  asked 
him  out  of  Hoj:  iii.  5.  Who  is  King  Da- 
vid  ? He  anfwered.  The  Lord  Mejjiah, 
whom  they  would  call  upon  in  the  lattef 
Days.  " 

Thurfday,  April 

T' H E Indians  conae  often  to  lee  us; 
they  tell  us.many  Indian  A^ords  ; Ihewing 
us  the  Things  we  want  to  Icnow  in  their 
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Language.  It  hath  happened  very  weli  for 
o\xv  Saltzburgers^  that  they  were  obliged 
to  ftay  here  fome  Days  longer,  for  they 
have  got  by  it  a good  deal  of  Linen 
Cloth,  Shoes,  and  other  Things. 

Friday,  u4pril  5. 

Last  Night,  the  VelTel  which  carT 
tied  our  Things  to  Ebcne&er,  came  back  ; 
fo  that  we,  and  the  reft  of  our  Baggage, 
can  alfo  go  thither.  G o n be  praifed  for 
all  the  Good  we  have  received  in  this 
Place, 

Saturday,  April  6, 

One  of.  our  Congregation,  namely 
Jjackner,  js  grown  dangeroufly  Sick,  fo 
that  according  to  all  Appearances,  he 
hardly  will  recover ; he  is  troubled  with 
the  Dian-hma,  and  Shortnefs  of  Breath, 
and  very  weak ; Mr.  Zwejier  the  Dodtor, 
afiifts  him  as  much  as  poffible ; we  and 
the  Saltz>burgers  would  be  very  forty  if 
he  fliould  die,  for  he  is  a godly  Man,  and 
a Man  of  very  good  Senfe,  ufeful  in  eve- 
ry thing  j God  do  with  him  as  he  pleafes. 

Abercorft,  Sunday,  April  7. 

To-day  we  arrived  at  a Village,  cal- 
led Abercorn,  upon  the  River  Savannah, 
where  we  muft  ftay  till  a Road  is  made  by 
Land  to  our  Ebenez,er-,  becaufe  at  prefent, 
the  Trees  hinder  the  Paffage  thkher  by 
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Water.  Certain  wicked  People  having 
malicioufly  fpoken  falfe  Things  of  our 
Place  of  Settlement,  not  only  that  it  was 
impoffible  to  make  a Way  thither,  but 
alfo  that  the  Ground  was  Barren  Sand, 
and  expofed  to  the  Invafion  of  the  Ene- 
mies. We  Ihewed  in  the  Afternoon 
Sermon,  out  of  the  Gofpel  upon  this 
Day,  Palm-Sunday\  Mat.  xxi.  the  Na- 
ture of  Christ’s  true  Difciples,  viz.  to 
go  whither  the  Lord  fends  them,  not- 
withftanding,  it  feemed  difficult  and  con- 
trary to  Reafon.  That  it  is  God’s  way, 
to  lead  his  Children  through  crooked 
and  ftrange  Paths,  and  then  to  bring  them 
to  a happy  End.  In  the  Application,  al« 
mod:  the  whole  26^^  Chapter  of  Leviticus 
was  read  to  them,  and  it  was  (hewn 
to  them  how  we  mud  do,  if  we  will 
have  a fruitful  Country,  Security  againd 
Enemies,  &c.  viz.  we  mud  live  con- 
dantly  in  the  Fear  of  God  ; on  the  con- 
trary, that  the  Reafon  of  Dearths,  Bar- 
rennefs  of  Soil,  and  Invafion  of  Enemies, 
was  Ungodlinefs,  &c.  And  fince  God 
has  fent  us  in  the  Beginning  of  this  Paf- 
fion-W eek,  fo  near  our  temporal  Country, 
we  told  them,  that  God  who  does  all 
Things  at  his  Time,  and  for  out  Good  ; 
thereby  doubtlefs  intended,  Firji,  That 
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Christ  and  his  SufFerings  flionld  be 
; before  their  Eyes,  and  in  their  Hearts, 

! throughout  the  whole  Cburfe  of  their 
I Lives ; and  through  them  they  ihould  feek 
Wifdom  and  Righteoufnefsj  Sandifica- 
tion  and  Redemption.  Secondly;,  That 
they  as  Ghriftians,  fhould  contimially  cru- 
cify their  Flefhj  with  the  Affedions  and 
Lufts ; and  that  the  World  muft  be  cru- 
cified unto  them,  and  they  unto  the 
I World.  Tdhirdly,  That  they  alfo  fhould 
I prepare  themfelves  for  a Faffion-Week,  in 
' time,  becaufe  God’s  Children  muft  have 
Trouble  and  Afflidion  in  this  World- 
inward  and  outward,  whereby  they  be- 
come like  their  Redeemer,  which  is 
the  higheft  Honour,  Apoc.  vii.  14.  To 
this  plain  Difcourfe,  God  gave  his  Blef- 
fing,  and  the  People  refolved  to  go  far- 
ther, in  the  Name  of  God,  whether  He 
would  fend  them;  for  they  trufted  in 
Him;  that  He  would  remove  all  Difficul- 
ties and  Sorrow. 

Monday,  April  8. 

Notwithstanding  it  rained  this 
whole  Day,  by  Intervals,  very  hard,' 
the  Saltzburgers  have  made  a pretty 
good  Beginning,  in  making  the  Way ; af^ 
ter  having  at  the  Place  of  their  firft 
Work,  implored  Cod  for  his  Bleffing 


and  Affiftance.  This  Work  being  for  the 
Publick  Good,  and  for  the  Benefit  of  all 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  the  Commiffary  i^ 
fcfolved  to  defire  the  Honourable  Truf- 
tees,  that  a fecond  Year’s  Provifion  might 
be  given  to  the  People,  becaufe  they  muft 
at  prefent  work  as  it  were  for  the  Pub- 
lick,  and  cannot  begin  to  Till  their 
Ground  fo  foon.  All  who  are  able,  now 
work  with  pleafure. 

Iciefday,  Afril  g. 

- The  Wind  beingto-dayNortherly,  cool- 
ed the  Air;  which  is  flrange  to  uS,  bfecaufe 
we  expedled  continual  hot  Weather  in  this 
Country.  We  all  make  fliift,  by  Day  and 
Night,  as  well  as  We  cant  The  S'attzburg- 
ers  have  pitched  two  Tents;  and  we,  the 
Minillers,  live  with  two  Englijh  Families, 
in  a Hut  in  which  we  cannot  fit  dry  when 
it  rains,-  befides  dther  Inconveniencies ; it 
being  low,  and  the  Doors  on  both  fides 
continually  open,  yet  Providence  preferves 
our  Health.  The  chief  Labour  in  Geor- 
gia is,  that  they  muft  cut  down  the 
Woods,  of  which  the  whole  Country  is 
full,  before  they  can  Till  the  Ground, 
Here  moft  of  the  Trees  are  Oak,  but  in 
other  Places  there  are  more  Fir-trees, 
Walnut-trees,  &c.  likewife  Frankincenfe, 
Vines;  Saftafras,  aromatick  Herbs,  &c.

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Wednefday,  April  lo. 

The  Saltzbiirgers  take  great  Pains, 
and  the  Commiffary  labours  hard  in  mak- 
ing the  Way  to  Ebene&er.  tJ  oD  reward 
his  Chrhlian  Love. 

Thui-fday,  April  li. 

Mr.  Gronau  came  from  Ebehezer  to  us, 
and  retuined  ; becaufe  thole  Saltzburgers 
who  are  already  there,  rhuft  have  the 
Word  preached  unto  them. 

Friday,  April  12. 

This  Day  we  kept  holy  for  the  Ho- 
nour of  our  Redeemer; 

Saturday,  April  13. 

Liefer  having  been  long  fick,  died  lail 
Night  of  a Ptifick  and  a wafting  Fever : 
He  died  in  the  Lord,  whom  he  loved  with 
with  his  whole  Heart,  in  Health  and  in 
Sicknefs.  His  Departure  from  this  World 
was  fo  quiet  and  ftill,  that  thofe  who  fat 
up  with  him;  in  the  Tent,  did  not  per- 
ceive it.  For  a great  while  he  longed  for 
this  Reft,  and  departing  this  Life  ; for 
■which  purpofe  he  received  the  holy  Sa- 
crament with  very  great  Delire  and  Dei 
votion,  not  long  ago  in  Savannah.  He 
was  a Man  of  good  Senfe,  which  he  alfo 
employed  to  what  was  good  ; He  was 
Continually  reading  the  holy  Scriptures  j 
prayed  without  eealing,  and  by  his  peace*- 


jitle  and  Chriftian  Behaviour,  he  gave  a 
good  Example  to  others;  his  Example 
having  been  edifying  to  all  thcSaltzburgers, 
^for  which  Reafon  he  was  heartily  belov- 
ed by  them)  we  thought  proper  to  make 
mention  of  his  Chriftian  Life,  and  happy 
Departure  out  of  this  U^orlft,  at  Prayers 
in  the  Moping  ; pd  to  employ  it  to  a 
general  Edification.  Fpr  this  Purpofe  we 
chofe  Heb.  xi.  8.  He  was  to  have  had  a 
Coffin  made  for  him : but  the  Saltzburg^ 
ers  thought  it  unneceflary,  being  accuf- 
tomed  to  bury  no  |Bbdy  in  a Coffin,  but 
Women  that  die  in  Child-bed ; So  they 
dreffed  the  Corps,  after  it  was  waffied, 
in  his  own  Cloaths,  laid  him  upon  a Board, 
and  after  he  \yas  brought  to  his  Grave,  in 
an  orderly  Proceflion,  they  wrap’d  him 
up  in  a Cloth,  and  let  him  down  into  the. 
Ground.  Before  he  was  carried  out,  the 
Hymn  was,  fung,  Since  nothing  is  more 
cotHmon  than  to  die.  Sec.  and  Prayers  f^id 
this  Saturday,  remember’d  us  of  God’s 
Reft  after  finiffiing  the  Creation,  and  of 
our  Saviour’s  Reft  after  his  Sufferings  : 
and  gave  us  occafion  to  think  on  the  Reft 
which  all  God’s  Children  are  to  exped:, 
according  to  the  Words,  Heb.  iv.  9,  ii. 
And  before  we  left  the  Graye,  wq  gaye 
the  People  fome  fhort  Precepts,  Comfort 
I a aJid 
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and  Admonition,  to  which  God 
pleafed  to  vouchfafe  his  Bleffing. 

Sunday,  April 

Death  of  Ldckner^  and  the 
Preaching  of  the  Word  of  God  on  that 
occafion,  prepared  our  Congregation  for 
the  prefent  Eajler  Holy-days  j fo  that 
firft  Day  thereof  was.  fpent  in  great 
Devotiori,  though  we  are  yet  in  an  unfet- 
tled State ; we  vvifh  that  all  Minifters  of 
or  the  Gofpel  were  bleffed  with  fueh  a 
Block,;  They  pray  for  us,  that  God  will 
give  us  Grace  and  Wifdom  to  preach  the 
Gofpel  in  its  purity.  During  the  Sermon,' 
they  are  as  attentive,  as  if  they  would  de-> 
vour  every  Word  we  fpoke.  After  Ser- 
mon, we  obferve  with  pleafure,  that  they 
retire  feparately  to  pray  to  God,  to  con- 
vert the  Word  they;  have  heard,  to  their 
Soul  s Spiritual  Nourifnment;  and  by  thein 
Behaviour,  we  find  that  they  are.  not  only 
Hearers,,  but  Doers,  of  the  Word..  And 
they  look  upon.it  as  a great  Mercy,  that: 
the  Word  of  God  is  preached  pure  to 
thern ; fo.  they  w^ould  (as  they  fay)  rec- 
kon It  a greatPunifhment,  if  it  iliould  be 
ta.ken  from  them,  or  one  of  us  his  un- 
worthy Servants  fliould  die.

Our  Saltz,burgM.&n  are  gone  to  Ebenezer 
havjng  taken  fome  Kitchen  Furniture 
with  them ; and  will,  with  the  Bleffino- 
x)f  Gop,  continue  to  work  in  making 
the  Way  with  all  Diligencei 

Wednefday,'  April  17. 

Mr.  Gronau  came  to-day  back  ao-ain 
here  to  Abercorn.-  The  Men  fent  up  from 
Carolina  hj  the  Truftees  Order,  to  faw 
Boards  for  the  Building  fix  Houfes  for  us 
in  Ebenezer,  have  made  a good  Beginnino'. 

Thurfday,  18.  ^ 

W E intended  this  Afternoon  to  fee  the 
Salizburgery&x  work  ; but  finding  they 
were  advanced  far,  made  us  afraid  we 
(hould  not  come  to  Abercorn  again,  and 
we  turned  back.  One  mufl;  take  care  not 
to  go  into  the  Woods  without  a Guide. 
The  whole  Country  is  covered  with  Wood; 
and  if  one  lofes  fight  of  the  Trees  that  are 
marked,  whereby  . the  Way  is  known,  one 
is  in  danger  of  being  loft ; as  hath  happened 
to  two  Germans^  belonging  to  Purrisburg. 

Exlddiy,  April  ig.  • 

This  Day  bath  been  very  remarkable 

and 
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and  comfortable;  God  hath  not  only 
edified  Old  and  Young,  by  the  hearing  of" 
his  Word,  but  alfo  (hewn  us  plain  Proofs 
of  his  Fatherly  Care;  Firji,  Our  Saltz- 
hurgers  have  brought  th?  "Road  to  Pet- 
iedlion,  which  fome  thought  impoflible ; 
and  are  gone  to  Ebenezer^  to  give  G o p 
Thanks  for  his  Mercies,  and  to  begin  to 
Work  there.  Secondly,  A * certain  Cap- 
tain (left  by  Mr.  Oglethorpe,  with  his 
Troops;  to  have  an  Eye  upon  the  Beha- 
viour of  the  Spanijh  Indians)  fent  a Let-r 
ter  to  the  Commiflary,  defiring  that  a 
Pafture  Ground  might  be  inclofed  for 
fome  Oxen,  which  he  would  fend  foon 
for  the  Saltzhurgers’d  thirdly.  When  the 
Way  was  made,  we  wanted  Horfes  to 
bring  our  Baggage  and  Vidiuals  to  Eben->^ 
ezer  but  God,  who  knew  our  Want, 
ordered  it  fo,  that  •f*  four  Horfes  were 
fent  us  from  Pallachoccolas  f ; and  a young 
ftrong  Horfe,  that  had  no  Mailer,  "com- 
ing to  Ebenezer,  was  .brought  to  us.

Fourthly^  * certain  Man,  who  lives 
amongft  the  Indians,  not  far  from  Eben~ 
esser,  fent  us  fome  Seedsj  though  he  does 
not  know  us.  « 

Saturday,  April  20. 

Because  there  is  not  yet  any  Malt 
made  here,  the  Saltzburgers  have  learnt 
of  the  People,  to  Brew  a fort  of 

Beer  of  MololTes,  with  Saffafras,  and  the 
Tops  of  Firr-Tree,  inftead  ot  Hops, 
which  they  boil  in  a Kettle  with  Water  - 
fome  add  Indian  Corn  : The  Inhabitants 
here  reckon  this  Liquor  to  be  whole* 
fome,  and  the  drinking  of  Water  un- 
wholefoine;  but  we  prefer  the  Water 
to  this  Mixture,  and  find  bur  felves  vvell 
after  it ; fometimes  we  mix  it  with  a lit- 
tle W^ine.  Yelierday  in  the  Evening,  we 
had  much  Thunder,  with  hard  Rains,  for 
an  Hour  j during  that  time,  we  fung  fome 
Hymns,,  and  edified  our  felves  out  of  the 
29*  Pfalm,  and  i Sam.  xii.  out  of  which, 
we  confidered  the  great  Glory  and  Mer- 
cy of  God. 

Sunday,  April  21. 

Towards  the  Evening,  it  Thunder’d, 
with  hard  Rain,  which  about  ten  o’ Clock

grew  Very  vehement,  and  continued  k 
long  time.  We  and  the  Saltzburgers 
were  very  much  incommoded  by,  the 
Rain,  that  pierced^  thro’  the  Hut ; how- 
ever it  did  none  of  us,  any  Harm. 

Monday,  April  22, 

The  Weather  clearing  up,  the  Peo- 
ple began  to  pack  up  their  Baggage,  to 
carry  \t  toiEbenezer.  We  all  are  glad, 
that  God  at  iaft  will  help  us  put  of  our 
prefeht  inconvenient  Cifcumftances  at 
gibercorn^  into  pUr-Solitudej  where  vyecaii 
ierve  himj  and  do. our  Bufinefs  without 
hindrance.  The;:  I^ame  of  our  Tempo- 
i-al  Country,  puts  us  in  Mind  of  God’s 
Bleffings,  and  incites  us  to  praife  Him  as 
often  as  we  hear  it  named.  We  find  in 
the  W’oods  Spinage,  Onions,  HylTop,  and 
other  ufeful  Herbs,  of  which  we  do  not 
know  the  Names,  .but  are  very  good  for 
the  Pot,  or  Sallad.  At  leifure  time*  we. 
fhali  apply  our  felves,  together  with  our 
Phylician  Mr.  ZM'eft-er^  who  is  a good  Bo- 
tanift,  to  examine  the  Herbs,  and  commu- 
nicate the  Knowledge  of  them  to  others. 

T H E Commiffary  being  defirous  to 
forward  the  Spiritual  as  well  at  the  Tem- 
poral Welfare  of  the  People,  and  being 
better  qualified  to  indrudl  the  ^ French, 

becaufe 

^ There  are  fome  French  Families  fettled  at  Ahercorn. 
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becaufe /he  underftands  their  Language 
made  this  Afternoon^  a Triftl  of  his  Ta^ 
lents,  in  a moft  pathetick  Exhortation 
to  a Chriftian  Behaviour}  which  he  per- 
formed to  Admiration. 

Tuelday,  April 

_Here  are  Bees,  and  great  Quantities 
of  Honey,  m the  Woods,  which  has 
as  agreeable  a Tahe  as  that  made  in 
Germany,  and  the  Saltzbur^ers  will  make 
Hives,  and  gather  the  Bees.  Hem  is 
alfo  abundance  of  Fifh,  Fowl,  and  Ve- 
nifoni 

Wednefday,  April  zy 
^ God  hath  moved  the  Hearts  of  our 
Benefadors,  who  have  made  a Prefent  to 
Dur  Saltzburgers  of  30  Cows,  and  will 
lend  them  free  hither}  12  of  them  ar- 
rived h^-e  laft  Night}  God  be  praifed 
for  this  Benefadion.  The  Way  to  Ebe?i- 
is  grown  deep,  by  the  hard  Rain  j 
^hich  makes  it  troublefome  for  the  poor 
Pemple,^  tp  carry  their  Baggage  and  Pro- 
vihon  thither.  Having  as  yet  no  Wag- 
gons, our  People  make  ufe  of  a Sledge 
till  a Waggon  is  made ; but  it  will  cut 
very  deep  in  the  Ground,  and  be  tirefome 
pipecially,  becaufe  the  Horfes  that  are 
ftnt  us,  are  lean,  and  not  ufed  to  draw. 

A Saltzburger,  named  Mittenjieiner,  who 
' ^ . rod© 
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fode  into  the  Woods,  is  not  yet  come 
back } he  being  limple,  v;e  fear  he  is 
loft  ; feveral  Men,  who  know  the 
Woods,  are  fent  to  find  him  ; A Can- 
non hath  likewife  been  difcharged  four 
times  for  his  Direction,  but  he  hath  not 
been  feen  again  yet.  God  feek  this  ioft 
Sheep,  and  hear  our  Prayers  for  him : 
He  is  a good  Chriftian,  and  a good  Work-^ 
man. 

Thurfday,  April  25. 

W E edified  our  ielves  out  of  Exodus 
19^“’,  and  20'^,  and  the  Pfalm. 

Friday, 

The  Horfe  which  HMtenfteiner  rode 
into  the  Wood,  came  back  this  After- 
noon, without  his  Rider ; the  Horfe  would 
have  brought  him  back,  if  he  had  given 
him  the  Bridle.  God  have  Mercy  upon 
him,  and  grant  that  this  Example  may 
make  others  more  eircumfpeCt.  The 
Horfe  coming  back  without  his  Bridle, 
and  the  Man  being  not  ufed  to  ride,  and 
very  fimple,  makes  us  fear  he  is  killed 
with  a Fail  from  the  Horfe. 

Sunday,  April  28. 

Part  of  the  Saltzburgers  being  in 
Ehenezer,  and  part  of  them  in  Abercorn  j 
one  of  us  performs  the  Service  in  Eben- 
ezer^  the  other  in  Abercorn,  God  hath 
, not 
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not  yet  heard  our  Prayers,  which  we 
have  made  i.n  Publick  and  Private,  for 
the  loft  Mittenjlepur,  we  having  had  no 
News  of  him  yet.

The  People  in  Aber corny  as  well  as  in 
Ebenezer,  are:  troubled  with  Loofnefles.
